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With the current issue fas report 1S thea dad so as to embrace the 
more important vital statistics of all towns in Scotland with populations of 
over 39,000. Previously eight towns only have been included. As a 
result of the extension it has been found necessary to recast the report, to 
abandon giving three separate tables as formerly, and to condense the 
information into one table on!y. To preserve continuity, so far as possible, 
the new table is divided into two, the upper part dealing with those towns 
which were formerly included in the Weekly Reports, while the lower part 
deals with those towns which are now for the first time so dealt with. 

During the week ending 6th January 1912 there were registered in 
the Kighteen Principal Towns of Scotland the births of 1037 living children, 
the deaths of 705 persons, and 1460 marriages. The equivalent annual 
birth-rate is 24°8 per thousand of the estimated aggregate population of 
these towns, and the death-rate 16-9 per thousand. . 

The aggregate birth-rate of the Eight Towns, those previously included 
in these reports, is 23°9 per thousand, and is 0°9 less than that of the pre- 
vious week, and 1:0 less than that of the corresponding week of last year. 

The aggregate death-rate of the Eight Towns is 17:4, and is Ol 
above that of the previous week, and 1:4 above that of the corresponding 
week of last year. 

The death-rate of the week in the Eighteen Towns varied from ‘24°7 in 
Greenock, 23°3 in Clydebank, 22-5 in Hamilton, and 20°6 in Aberdeen, to 
8'4 in Partick, 11-6 in Kirkcaldy, 13°2 in Govan, and 13°5 in Kilmarnock.

Deaths from pneumonia, bronchitis, and pleurisy numbered 134. In 
the Hight Towns these deaths numbered 109, and were 6 fewer than in 
the previous week.
